Dear Hal, 

I*m sorry I took so long to complete the Blazewick interviews 
and report. As you will see,' several interviews were necessary to try 
to resolve some problems and to develop more information. One of the 
problems was to try to determine if the scuffle he claims to have seen 
on TV involving Oswald and a Cuban he kne\^ was of the 9 August 1963 
incident or of something else. I was unable to satisfactorily resolve 
this in spite of the assistance of Tom Bethel in sending pictures of 
Cruz and Hernandez. Interviews with other people who knew the "scuff ler** 
might help clarify the matter. 

♦ I have no idea whether the information about Gaston is significant 
or not, but I suspect Alpha 66 might be important in Garrison's case. 

Blazewick' s identification of Howard and Seymour will, of course, 
interest you. 

If the ”Quarito'' Blazewick knew was the "Quarito" associated 
with Hall and Howard, the incident in the bar after the assassination 
when "Quarito" said he was a bad man might be significant, but much 
more information than Blazewick could give would be necessary to deter- 
mine this. 

Do you think the Castorr Blazewick met was you friend Col. Robert 
Castorr? 

If the FBI reports on Hall, Howard, Seymour, and "Quarito" are 
accurate as to who was where and when (not necessarily true, I realize), 
then possibly the three men of the Odio incident included Hall plus 
others who were in Dallas, but not necessarily Howard, Seymour, or 
"Quarito". If I correctly recall the information in CD 1553, Hall said 
he visited Kiki Ferror and others with Ferror in the apartments on 
Magellan Circle. While there some of them went over to talk to Sylvia 
Odio. Maybe Ferror and/or his unknown friends were Leopoldo and Leon 
Oswald. 

Concerning ALFIE ENI, LIMITED, Hal Verb gave me a copy of the 
memorandum of agreement. I have given no copies to anyone. A friend 
of mine who is neither a lawyer nor a law student but who seemed to 
know sometning about the subject pointed out that in a limited partner- 



ship each partner has an equal vote regardless of his equity. This 
would mean, of course, that you could be out-voted two to one on anything. 
This could be a difficult situation even with friends, let alone nonfriends. 
I suppose you have already brought pressure to bear on Christian to tell 
you who the "unnamed others" are. You are probably already aware of 
these problems from qualified legal advice.
